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PREFACE 


The purpose of this book is not to duplicate other 
material offered for use in the English field. Its con- 
tent has been thoughtfully compiled to habituate the 
use of correct English form in the many situations 
which observation and research have shown to be the 
centers of habituated English misuses in the oral 
and written speech of an appreciable number of 
students who have been subject to the usual stand- 
ardized courses offered in the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools. In character the text is a study 
and practice book. This form of text is presented 
because of the need of a brief rationalization of 
fundamental principles that have to do with correct 
English usage. Brief presentation of a principle is 
immediately followed by a practice unit to fix the 
principle. The usual text dealing with the formal 
side of English for use in junior and senior high 
schools has been confined to an explanation of the 
grammatical law and examples of the usage of the 
law. Practice exercises in such a text have been 
limited and not cumulative in character. 

Careful study on the part of the author and the 
evaluation of existing data in the field determined 
the study units of this text. Further study was 
made to locate those misuses which persistently 
earry over in the speech and writing of older stu- 
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dents. These wrong forms which have been found 
to be most difficult to eradicate are given additional 
attention through repeated practice units to recall 
to the student the correct form. 


The outstanding features of the text are as fol- 
lows: 


1. Minimum in Subject Matter. Only those gram- 
matical principles are covered that have a real 
bearing upon correct speech. In an appendix are 
included brief presentations of points which have 
no place in functional grammar. 


2. Practice Immediately Following each Presen- 


tation of New Material. Instruction intended to 
affect habits should be applied at once. These prac- 
tice exercises include points that need drill. For 
example, testing has shown that the prepositions 
like, but, and except are especially liable to be fol- 
lowed by the wrong pronoun forms. The other 
preposition difficulty given attention is the second 
member of a compound object when the first mem- 
ber is a noun or the pronoun you (between you and 
me). The traditional text presents prepositions 
without assuming any responsibility for practical 
application in these very troublesome situations. , 
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3. Recurrent Drills. Correct habits eannot be 
formed by a single consideration of a subject even 
though that consideration is careful and deliberate. 
Frequent, varied, and brief drills are given to habit- 
uate correct responses. . 
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4. Organization of Subject Matter. Subject mat- 
ter is so organized that drill exercises requiring 
decision as to correct form begin the very first week. 
To illustrate, the first six units have as their objec- 
tive subject-verb agreement. Tests given to many 
high-school graduates show amazing weakness in 
this situation. These six units include subject, verb, 
predicate, and number. The next big objective is the 
use of the correct pronoun form as subjective or as 
object complement. Here, too, high school graduates 
make low test scores. The units aiming at this objec- 
tive include verb phrases, especial attention to the 
forms and phrases of the verb be, subjective and 
object complements, and nominative and objective 
case forms of personal pronouns. The author be- 
lieves that the plan followed is fully as logical as 
the traditional plan and immensely more effective. 


5. Study-Aids. Pupils are shown how to work 
out difficult situations. 

6. Accompanying Diagnostic Tests. The Prib- 
ble-MeCrory Diagnostic Tests in Practical English 
Grammar (published by Lyons & Carnahan) have 
been prepared to accompany this text. 


Certain rules in punctuation are included because 
the text has furnished exactly the situations to make 
pupils ready to understand them. 

The book is adapted for use in both junior and 
senior high schools. It may be used as a reference 
book in college. A teacher must be guided by his 
own judgment in regard to the use of exercises 
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marked “For Advanced Pupils.” Only such pupils 
as are ready to understand exercises so marked and 
to make use of them in regular composition work 
should study them. 

In brief, it is hoped that this little book with 
its concentration upon practical points, immediate 
application of those points, its study-aids, and its 
cumulative reviews will render real service to those 
teachers who are earnestly trying to improve speech 
habits.

If a subject means just one, it is in the singular 
number.

There at the beginning of a sentence might 
be considered a warning to think beyond the verb to determine the 
subject. (When there is used before a verb in this way, adding noth- 
ing to the meaning of the sentence, it is called an expletive.)

Note 1. The subject and the predicate are the essential parts of 
a sentence. Every sentence must have both of these parts. Some- 
times, however, the subject is not expressed. Example: Come quickly. 
Here the subject you is understood. Very frequently the subject you 
is unexpressed.

Difficulty arises occasionally in the use of a verb 
with a collective noun as subject. (A collective noun 
is a noun which in its singular form names a collec- 
tion of objects. Examples: class, team, choir, army, 
troop.) 

In the first sentence, one thinks of the class as a 
whole, ranked with other classes. Therefore a sin- 
gular verb is required. 

In the second sentence, one thinks of the members 
of the class separately. Therefore one should use a 
plural verb exactly as though the sentence were 
written: The pupils of our class were given their 
final grades Friday afternoon. 

The sentences should read: 


1. Our class was ranked second in the building in 
scholarship. (Class as a whole.) 

2. Our class were given their final grades Friday 
afternoon. (Pupils of the class.) 


A verb used with a collective noun must be singular if the 
collection is thought of as a whole.

or things) are made plural according to the two rules given 
above. 


Examples: John, Johns; James, Jameses. 
Nore. When a title precedes a proper name, either the title or 


the name may be made plural. Example: Miss Brown, the Misses 
Brown or the Miss Browns.

A few other rules for making nouns plural must 
be noted: 


1. Nouns that end in y preceded by a consonant are made 
plural by changing y to i and adding es. 


Example: lady, ladies. 


2. Most compound nouns are made plural by making the 
most important word in the compound plural. 


Example: sister-in-law, sisters-in-law. (In law tells the 
kind of sister. Sister is the most important word. There- 
fore s is placed after sister.) 


3. All compound nouns ending in ful are made plural ac- 
cording to the regular rule, i.e., s is placed at the end of the 
word. 
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Example: cupful, cupfuls. 


4. Letters, figures, and other symbols are made plural by 
the addition of an apostrophe and s (’s). 


Examples: b, b’s; 9, 9’s. 


5. The following irregular nouns should be carefully noted: 


man, men; woman, women; child, children; ox, oxen; 
mouse, mice; foot, feet. 


Note. No rule can be given for making the plural of nouns end- 
ing in o preceded by a consonant, or nouns ending in f or fe. Some 
nouns in each of these groups are made plural regularly, others are 
not. Each plural must be learned, as the need occurs, by reference 
to a dictionary.

Occasionally the appositive modifier is so closely 
related to the word modified that it seems like a part 
of the name. In such a situation the appositive 
modifier is not set off by commas. Example: 


Aunt Martha will chaperon the crowd. 


An appositive modifier, with its modifiers, is set off by com- 
mas unless it is very closely related to the word that it explains. 


Nott. An appositive modifier is sometimes introduced by such 
words as that is, namely, and or.

A compound sentence is a sentence that contains at least 
two independent clauses.

Punctuation of Compound Sentences 
Elliptical Clauses 

Usually the independent clauses of a compound 
sentence are connected by such a word as and, but, 
or, or therefore. These words are called codrdinate 
conjunctions. Coordinate conjunctions also connect 
two words, two phrases, or two dependent clauses 
having the same use. Examples: 


1. The car was in the garage, but we didn’t have the key. 
(two ind. el.) 


2. They bought a house that is small but that is attrac- 
tive. (two dep. el.) 

3. They are in the garden or at school. (two phrases) 

4. It was a black and white dog. (two words) 


A coordinate conjunction is a word that connects words, 
phrases, or clauses having the same use.

A semicolon is used instead of a comma in the fol- 
lowing situations: 


1. Usually if either independent clause contains a comma 


within itself. Example: 


If thine enemy be hungry, give him bread to eat ; 
and if he be thirsty, give him water to drink. 
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2. If the independent clauses are joined by a formal 
conjunction (consequently, therefore, hence, then, 
however, so, also, moreover). 


The two triangles have three sides of one equal 
respectively to the three sides of the other; 
therefore they are equal. 


3. If the independent clauses are not joined by any 
conjunction. 


We did not go into South America as we planned ; 

we went only to Panama. 
Nott. This third type of compound sentence is a trouble maker. 
Clearly a period might be used in the illustrative sentence, dividing 
it into two sentences. Unless one has a distinct feeling that the two 


clauses are so closely related in thought that they should be combined 
in one sentence, it is safer to use a period.

How to Form the Possessive Case of Singular 
Nouns; Miscellaneous Selections 

Besides the nominative and objective cases of 
nouns and pronouns, there is a third case, called the 
possessive case. Only pronouns need attention in 
the nominative and objective cases; but nouns too 
need careful study in the possessive case. 

The possessive case usually shows possession as 
the name suggests. Example: Mary’s hat is very 
unbecoming. 

Occasionally the possessive case is used to show 
authorship, kind, or time. Examples: We are read- 
ing Emerson's essays. Do you use Baker’s cocoa? 
Father has a week’s vacation.

Nouns in direct address, interjections, and paren- 
thetical expressions may be classed as independent 
elements because they are outside the subject and 
the predicate. 
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The reason for learning to recognize these inde- 
pendent elements is chiefly a matter of punctuation. 


A noun used in direct address is set off by a comma or 
commas. 


An interjection is usually followed by an exclamation point. 
Occasionally, when but little feeling is expressed, a comma 
is used instead. 


A parenthetical expression is usually set off by a comma 
or commas unless the expression makes such a distinct break 
in the thought that parentheses are needed.

In the sentences above three forms of each verb 
are given. The first form of each verb (see, walk) 
shows present time. These forms are said to be in 
the present tense. 


The present tense of a verb is the form used to denote 
present time. 

The second form of each verb (saw, walked) shows 
past time. These forms are said to be in the past 
tense. 


The past tense of a verb is the form used to denote past 
time. 

The third form of each verb (seen, walked) is 
used here with the helping verb have. These forms 
are called past participles. Past participles are 
never used alone as verbs. They are used with 
forms of the verb have or of the verb be to make 
verb phrases. 
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The past participle of a verb is the form used with the 
helping verbs have and be to make verb phrases. 


Nors. The past participle of transitive verbs only is used with 
the helping verb be. 


If one knows the present tense, the past tense, and 
the past participle of any verb, he can make the few 
other forms which the verb has. For instance, from 
see are made the two other forms: sees, and seeing. 
No English verb, except the irregular verb be, has 
more than five forms in common use. (The five com- 
monly used forms of see are: see, sees, saw, seeing, 
and seen. Certain grave and Biblical forms found 
in the Bible and occasionally in other literature are 
given at the bottom of the page.* Because all other 
forms of a verb can be made if the three forms 
named above are known, these three forms are called 
the principal parts of a verb. 


Many verbs form their past tense by adding ed, d, 
or ¢ to the present tense form. Such verbs are called 
regular verbs. Examples:

Pronoun-Antecedent Agreement; Special 
Verb Difficulties

One very naturally uses a pronoun of the same 
number as its antecedent. In the first sentence, for 
example, his is singular because Harry is singular. 
In the second sentence their is plural because girls is 
plural. 


A pronoun must agree with its antecedent in number. 

There is one type of situation in which agreement 
between a pronoun and its antecedent needs to be 
watched. Examine the following illustrations: 


1. Each one can do this if he tries. 
2. Everybody took his seat. 
3. If anybody calls to see me, tell him to wait. 


The words in italics are clearly singular forms 
although the use of each, every, and any gives them 
comprehensive meaning. Since the antecedents are 
singular, the pronouns referring to them must be 
singular. 

Anybody, everybody, nobody, somebody, each, either, and 
neither are singular and pronouns referring to them must be 
singular. ’ 

(Nouns modified by any, each, every, either, net- 
ther, and no belong in the same group.) 


Notre 1. None means, literally, no one. It should, logically, be 
included in the group above. Usage, however, permits its being con- 
sidered as either a singular or a plural. 
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Nore 2. The singular pronoun forms he, his, and him, are prop- 
erly used to refer to singular antecedents that relate to both men and 
women.

It is the verb be that concerns one almost wholly 
in the common uses of the subjunctive mode. But 
since the verb be is irregular, the conjugation of

Avoid Dangling Participles 


Recall the definition of a participle. Especially 
keep in mind the fact that a participle is an adjec- 
tive. Since it is an adjective, it must modify a noun 
ora pronoun. By forgetting that a participle must 
modify a noun or a pronoun, speakers often make 
ludicrous mistakes. One hears, for instance, such a 
sentence as this: 


Hurrying to school, my shoe lace broke. 


Hurrying seems to be a participle. But the only 
noun for this participle to modify is shoe lace; and 
it was not the shoe lace that was hurrying to school! 
The speaker might correctly say: 


Hurrying to school, J broke my shoe lace. 


The participle now modifies the pronoun J. 

A sentence containing a participle should be so 
constructed that the participle will be instantly asso- 
ciated with the correct noun or pronoun. A parti- 
ciple used at the beginning of a sentence should 
modify the subject of the sentence. 

Tf it is used without quick, clear reference to a 
suitable noun or pronoun, it is called a dangling 
particrple. 

Avoid dangling participles.

But, since the root infinitive is usually preceded by a to, which in all 
other situations is meaningless, it is usual to ignore the prepositional value of 
to in these two situations for the sake of simplicity.

You have learned that verbs are inflected for two 
tenses (present and past). To express future time 
verb phrases are used. Examples: 


I shall go early. It will rain soon. 


The uses of the helping verbs shall and will cause 
trouble. The chief distinctions in their uses are 
shown by the verb phrases of go (taken as an exam- 
ple) that follow.

In general the same distinctions should be made 
between should and would (which are past tense 
forms of shall and will) as between shall and will.

I should appreciate a letter from you. 


We should like to have you call.

You have learned that verb phrases are used to 
express future time. Verb phrases are also used to 
assert in ways not made possible by the three modes 
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(indicative, subjunctive, and imperative). Hxam- 
ples: The director says that Bob may play in the 
orchestra. Bob can play very well. 


Verb phrases are made in three ways, as follows: 

1. By the use of a helping verb with the root 
infintive. Examples: 

I ought to go. He may remain. 

2. By the use of a helping verb with the past par- 
ticiple. Examples: 

They have gone. Tom was chosen captain. 

3. By the use of a helping verb with the present 
participle. Examples: 

Tom is going. It ws raining. 

Consider the first group of verb phrases, i. e., 
those made by the use of a helping verb, with the 
root infinitive. The helping verbs used with the root 
infinitive to make verb phrases are: shall, will, 
should, would, may, can, might, could, must, and 
ought. (The to which usually accompanies a root 
infinitive is omitted in these verb phrases except. 
after ought.) 

Several cautions must be observed in this group. 


1. You have studied the distinction between shall 
and will, and between should and would. 


2. May and can are often confused. 


May is used to express permission. Examples: 
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Harry’s employer has promised that he may go to the 
game. May we have a party on Thursday? 
Can is used to express ability. Examples: 


Harry can lift a barrel of flour. Ruth can sing beauti- 
fully.

APPENDIX 


The constructions that follow do not have suf- 
ficient practical value to warrant a place in the 
general organization of the book. The first con-— 
struction, the nominative absolute, should be studied 
by older students ready to see the advantage occa- 
sionally of this form of expression. The other uses 
are given for class attention in case they are re- 
quired by the local course of study. There is some 
satisfaction, no doubt, in being able to tell the part 
played by every word in a sentence regardless of 
whether or not such analysis is a basis for choice 
of correct form. 


1. Nominative Absolute. Examine the italicised ex- 
pressions in the following sentences: 


. After finishing our work we went home. 


il 
2. When we had finished our work, we went home. 
3. Our work having been finished, we went home. 


In the first sentence the preposition after connects 
its object to the verb went. 


In the second sentence the conjunction when con- 
nects the clause to the verb went. 

In the third sentence no connecting word is used. 
The phrase has no grammatical connection with the 
rest of the sentence. It is an independent element. 
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The principal word in this independent element is 
the noun work. Two things are true of this noun: 


1. It is not connected grammatically to the rest 
of the sentence. 

2. It is modified by a participle (having been 
finished). 


Such a noun is called a nominative absolute. 


A nominative absolute is a noun or pronoun modified by a 
participle and used without grammatical connection with the 
rest of the sentence. 

Other examples of the nominative absolute are 
given below: 


1. The game being over, the crowd quickly dis- 
persed. 

2. There is no use in erying, the damage already 
being done. 

3. A great fire having been bwit, we sat around 
it and told stories. 

4. Both John and his brother are on the team, 
the latter being one of this year’s recruits. 


Norr. Occasionally the modifying participle, which is one of the 
characteristics of the nominative absolute construction, is not ex- 
pressed. The first sentence, for instance, might be written, ‘‘The 
game over, the crowd quickly dispersed.’’ The participle is readily 
supplied in such situations. 


A phrase containing a nominative absolute is always set off 
by a comma or commas. 


2. Nouns used Adverbially. Study the following sen- 
tences: 
1. Mary came last Tuesday. 
2. We walked ten miles to camp. 
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3. Bus transportation would have cost twenty- 
five dollars. 


4. Our camp is three years old. 
5. We should have gone a week earlier. 


In the first sentence the noun 7'uwesday modifies the 
verb came, telling time. In the second sentence the. 
noun miles modifies the verb walked telling how far. 
In the third sentence the noun dollars modifies the 
verb cost telling how much. In the fourth sentence 
the noun years modifies the adjective old telling how 
old. In the fifth sentence the noun week modifies the 
adverb earlier telling how much earlier.. 


Each of the five italicised words is a noun because 
it names something. Each does the work of an ad- 
verb in modifying a verb, an adverb, or an adjective. 


Nouns so used may be referred to as nouns used adverbially. 
They are sometimes called adverbial objectives. 


Caution. Do not omit the preposition before home 
in a sentence like the following: 


Correct: He is at home. 
Faulty: He is home. 


Other examples of nouns used adverbially are 
given below.- 


Robert weighs one hundred fifty pounds. 
We are going tomorrow. : 

You are nearly a foot taller than I. 
They left an hour ago.

Bright shows the result of Mary’s action on the 
thing represented by the object complement silver. 


In the second sentence John represents the actor. 
Cistern represents the receiver of the action. <At 
the beginning of John’s action the cistern was partly 
filled with water. After his action it was dry. Dry 
represents the result of his action on the thing rep- 
resented by the object complement cistern. 


In the third sentence Jane represents the actor. 
Herself represents the receiver of the action. Be- 
for Jane began fretting, she was well. After fretting 
she was ill. Jli shows the result of her action on the 
person represented by the object complement her- 
self. 

Each of the italicised words (bright, dry, and ill) 
shows the result of the action on the thing repre- 
sented by the object complement. Such a word is 
called an objective complement. 
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An objective complement is a word or group of words that 
shows the result of the action on the thing represented by the 
object complement. 


Other examples are given below. 


Mary painted her box red. 

The class elected Jerry president. 
Worry drove the man insane. 

The mushrooms made us all 2ll. 

The senior girls chose Ruth May Queen.

4. Indirect Object after Verbs of Asking. Examine 
this sentence: 


Ask Mary some questions. 


Some texts teach that verbs of asking take two 
objects. For instance, in the illustrative example, 
Mary would be given as the first object, and ques- 
tions as a secondary object. Other texts teach that 
verbs of asking are followed by an indirect object 
and an object complement. The author of this book 
ealls Mary, and other words similarly used after 
verbs of asking, indirect objects because they behave 
like indirect objects. An indirect object stands im- 
mediately after its verb. If it is moved from this 
position, its relation to the verb cannot be seen with- 
out the use of a preposition. Compare the following: 


Edith gave me a book. Edith gave a book to me. 
Ask Mary some questions. Ask some questions of Mary. 
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On the other hand, the relation of an object com- 
plement to its verb is still clear without the use of 
a preposition even though it is separated from its 
verb by an indirect object (Ask Mary some ques- 
tions), an adverb modifier (Bring with you this aft- 
ernoon all the tennis rackets you can find), or even 
by the subject (A wonderful tennis court we are 
making). 


5. The Expletive It. Study these sentences: 


1. Jt is a pity that you cannot go. 
2. It was our pian to go later in the summer. 


In the first sentence the predicate is is a pity. 
What is a pity? That you cannot go answers the 
question. That you cannot go is the real subject. 
The sentence might be written in its natural order: 
That you cannot go is a pity. When the subject is 
placed first, the 7t becomes unnecessary. 

In the second sentence the predicate is was our 
plan. What was our plan? The phrase to go later 
in the summer answers the question. Then to go 
later in the summer is the subject of the sentence. 
The sentence might be written: To go later in the 
summer was our plan. When the subject is written 
in its natural place 2¢ is unnecessary. 

It is frequently used in the subject position with 
a phrase or clause that is the real subject placed 
after the verb. The effect of the change in position 
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of the real subject is to give it emphasis. When 7 
is thus used (merely to fill the subject space) it is 
called an expletive. The two expletives are i and 
there. 


Other examples of the expletive 7¢ are given below: 


1. It is necessary to practice daily. 

It seems strange that she recognizes me. 

It is my fault that we are late. 

It is useless to try to drive over that road.
